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FSA IS PREPARED 
FOR RUSH OF VETS 
SEEKING FARMS 
An inereased number of 
applications for farm own- 
ership and farm operating 
ioans in the Farm Security 
Administration program 
was - forecast by James 8. 
Pridgen, County FSA Super- 
visor, as the homecoming 
tide of veterans and war 
workers continues to rise. 
The Congress, he said, re- 
cently authorized $25,000,- 
000 in earmarked funds for 
veterans of World War II to 
purchase family type farms 
through the FSA under 
terms of the Bankhead- 
Jones Farm Tenant Act. Un- 
der this act loans are made 
to veterans for outright pur- 
chase of farms and for the 
construction of needed build- 
ings on the farm. The loans 
are for a maximum period 
ot 40 years and bear inter- 
est at three per cent. Vet- 
crans experienced in farm- 
ing and who are unable to 
obtain credit from private 
sourees or who are in need 
of the technical guidance of- 
FSA are eligible to apply 
for the loans. Applications 
may be filed with the Coun- 
ty FSA Supervisor. 
Veterans and war work- 
crs who wish to rent farms 
and are unable to obtain op- 
erating loans from other 
sources are eligible for con- 
sideration for operating 
loans in the rehabilitation 
program. These loans may 
be used for the purchase of 
livestock, workstock, seed, 
feed, fertilizer, tools, and 
all farm and home operat- 
ing needs. They extend usu- 
ally for a period of 5 years 
and bear 5 per cent interest. 
All applications are sub- 
ject to the approval of the 
County Farm Security Ad- 
ministration Committee, 
composed of well-known lo- 
cal farmers.

WHERE AND HOW TO 
PLANT BLUE LUPINE 


All land where peanuts 
are harvested should have a 
cover crop on it to protect 
the soil and prevent erosion. 

The farmers of Coffee 
County have had ohe year’s 
experience in growing blue 
lupine as a cover crop and 


have found that the proper 
time to plant cover crops is 
while you are digging your 
peanuts. 

In order to get the best 
results as a cover crop and 
soil builder it is advisable to 
inoculate your seed und sow 
ahead of plowing up your 
peanuts if you plow up your 
peanuts with a tractor. This 
will give sufficient cover for 
the seed, says J. T. Albrit- 
ton, Soil Conservationist for 
Coffee County. 

Some farmers wait until 
peanuts are dug and stack- 
ed before planting cover 
erop. If that is the case, you 
should broadcast the ferti- 
lizer and sow _ inoculated 
seed and cover the seed ap- 
proximately one inch. The 
best time to sow cover crop 
seed is from Sept. 15 to Oct. 
15 to get the best growth to 
turn under as ia cover crop 
or save as a seed crop.

In announcing national 
and state war fund quotas, 
State Appeal Leaders Spain 
and McGowin emphasized 
that V-J Day does not sig- 
nify immediate end_to the 
work of war relief agencies 
for which the: fund will be 
raised. 

With the exception of 
American Field Service, the 
services of war relief agen- 
cies which draw their sup- 
port from the National Fund 
must be continued for many 
months to come. USO and 
NSO Camp shows must car- 
ry on their programs for our 
service men until demobili- 
zation is an actuality. While 
it is expected that there will 
be shifts and reductions in 
the USO budget, the work 
in the Pacific will have to be 
maintained at a high level. 
United Seamen’s Service will 
also have to continue _ its 
work while the merchant 
fleets are engaged in bring- 
ing men and material home. 
Ne immediate change is in 
s:eht for the budgets of the 
foreign relief agencies which

STATE OF ALABAMA 


A PROCLAMATION 


BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Regular Session 
1945, ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution of Alabama, which — said 
amendment is herein set out, and 
ordered that said election be held 
on the first Tuesday following the 
expiration of three months after 
the final adjournment of the regu- 
lar session of the 1945 Legislature; 
and 

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday fol- 
lowing the expiration of three 
months after the final adjournment 
of the regular session of the 1945 
Legislature will be and occur on 
Tuesday, October 2, 1945; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the Act sub- 
mitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding the said 2nd day of October: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Chauncey 
Sparks, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di- 
rect and proclaim that on Tuesday, 
the 2nd day of October, 1945, an 
election will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama, in the manner and form 
provided by law, upon the follow- 
ing proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“Article XXII. The Legislature 
shall have the power to levy and 
collect taxes for state purposes on 
net incomes from whatever 
source derived within this state, 
including the incomes derived 
from salaries, fees and compensa- 
tion paid from the state, county, 
municipality, and any agency or 
creature thereof, for the calendar 
year, 1933, and thereafter, and to 
designate and define the incomes 
to be taxed and to fix the rates 
of taxes provided that the rate 
shall not exceed 5 per cent nor 3 
per cent on corporations. Income 
shall not be deemed property for 
purposes of ad valorem taxes. 
From net income an exemption 
of not less than fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500.00) shall be al- 
lowed to unmarried persons and 
an exemption of not less than 
three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) 
shall be allowed to the head of a 
family, provided that only one 
exemption shall be allowed to 
husband and wife where they are 
living together and make separate 
returns for income tax. An ex- 
emption of not less than three 
hundred dollars ($300.00) shall be 
allowed for each dependent mem- 
ber of the family of an income 
tax payer under the age of 18 
years, Such tax must be levied 
upon the salaries, income, fees, 
or other compensation of state, 
county and municipal officers and 
employees, on the same basis as 
such income taxes are levied 
upon other persons, The proceeds 
of such tax, after provision has 
been made for the payment of 
administrative expenses and the 
next two maturing installments 
of interest on the warrant refund-

ing bonds issued to fund the 
floating debt existing October 1, 
1932, must be used only in the 
manner and the order following: 
1) to create a trust fund for the 
payment of the principal of all 
outstanding warrant refunding 
bonds issued under the authority 
of Act No. 14, approved February 
5, 1935, and Act No. 50, approved 
February 8, 1935, to fund the 
floating debt existing October 1, 
1932; 2) to become a part of and 
to supplement the sinking fund 
heretofore created for the pay- 
ment of the “Old Bonded Debt”, 
as evidenced by Class A Renewal 
Bonds, Class C Renewal Bonds, 
and Funding Renewal Bonds, to 
the extent that the fund, which 
hereafter shall be an irrevocable 
trust fund, when invested and 
the earnings thereon calculated to 
the maturities of the outstanding 
bonds, will equal the principal of 
the unpaid debt; 3) to replace 
revenues lost to the several funds 
by reason of exemption of home- 
steads from the state ad valorem 
tax; 4) the residue shall be paid 
into in the state treasury. The 
corpus of any fund hereby cre- 
ated, and the income from the 
trust fund for the payment of 
the “Old Bonded Debt”, may be 
invested by the Governor in the 
bonds or other obligations of the 
United States or the State of Ala- 
bama. Any earnings on the in- 
vestment of the trust fund for the 
payment of the “Old Bonded Debt” 
shall be payable into and become 
a part of the fund, and all earn- 
ings and income from the invest- 
ment of the trust fund for the 
payment of warrant refunding 
bonds shall be deposited with, and 
become a part of, the fund into 
which the proceeds of the income 
tax are paid. After a sufficient 
amount is accumulated in any 
fund to equal the principal of the 
outstanding bonds against the 
payment of which the fund is 
created, (except as to interest 
which shall be an annual charge 
or may be included in the trust 
fund) the debt shall be consid- 
ered paid. All laws relating to 
the income tax, not in conflict 
herewith and valid on the date of 
the ratification of this amend- 
ment, are hereby validated and 
confirmed. The provisions here- 
of with respect to the creation of 
funds and the use thereof are de- 
clared to be self-executing.” 


I further direct and proclaim that 
notice of this election upon Tues- 
day, the 2nd day of October, 1945, 
upon the above set forth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama of 1901, be given 
by publishing the same once a week 
for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding Tuesday the 2nd day of Oc- 
tober, 1945, in each county in the 
State of Alabama in a newspaper 
published in said county. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have 
hereunto set my hand and have 
caused the Great Seal of the State 
of Alabama to be affixed by the 
Secretary of State 
at the Capitol in 
the City of Mont- 
gomery, on this the

A NATION GOD USED 


LESSON TEXT—Genesis 41:46-57, 

GOLDEN TEXT—He hath given meat 
unto them that fear him: he will ever 
be mindful of his covenant.—Psalm 111:5, 


Conservation of natural resources 
—that phrase has a modern touch to 
it, and yet we would do well to turn 
back to the story of Joseph in Egypt 
and learn anew the importance of 
not wasting what we have if we are 
to be fed in the days of shortage. 

Certain it is that we should face 
at ance the shameful record of 
waste in the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicants, This is temperance 
Sunday. Let us not fail to stress this 
truth. b 

Joseph recognized the provision of 
God and made use of it for His glory 
and the good of the people. 

I, Food—God’s Provision (vv. 46- 
49). 

As men work with God in the cul- 
tivation of the land they are apt 
to begin to think of themselves as 
producers, when they are actually 
only the servants of the Lord in the 
orderly care of that which He pro- 
vides. : 

We need to renew our sense of 
complete dependence upon God lest 
we become proud of our own sup- 
posed attainments and forget Him. 
Then He will have to withhold His 
bountiful hand and we shall stand 
with empty measures. 

Remember, too, that what God 
has given to feed the nations cannot 
with impunity be used for the manu- 
facture of intoxicating beverages 
which are designed and used for no 
good purpose—only for destruction. 
Let's not forget that God could send 
us a famine, too! 


The manner in which Joseph cared 
for the gathering of the grain is 
worth noting. He did not sit in his 
royal office and send out an edict. 
He went throughout the land build- 
ing storehouses, seeing that the 
grain was properly conserved. 

We need more of that personal 
touch in government. Too much of 
life is controlled by ‘‘directives’’ and 
“rules’’ with too little of the touch 
of human kindness and a personal 
knowledge of the needs of the peo- 
ple. 

Observe also the wisdom of stor- 
ing the food-in the place where it 
was raised and where it would 
eventually be needed. No shipping 
and re-shipping, no undue centraliza- 
tion, and no temptation to form a 
special ‘‘grain bureaucracy.” 

II, Family—God’s Gift (vv. 50-52). 

From among the Gentiles, Joseph 
took himself a bride. While it is 
not indicated, we have reason to as- 
sume that she was a believer in the 
true God. One cannot imagine a 
man of Joseph's character and spir- 
itual integrity marrying an unbe- 
liever. 

The sons which came into the 
home were recognized as God’s gift. 
Note how God was counted into the 
life of these boys and of the home. 

We spoke above about the need 
of conserving grain. Think now of 
the infinitely more important con- 
servation of boys and girls. 


The liquor interests have used this 
war to create a taste for beer on 
the part of millions of young men 
and women, both in the armed serv- 
ices and in our war plants. They 
have broken down the objections and 
the religious principles of many and 
we are almost at the point where 
one who objects is regarded as a 
foolish fanatic, 

If America cannot with impunity 
use her grain to make booze, do 
you think God will hold us guiltless 
if we stand idly by and let the 
rapacious breweries and distilleries 
take our boys and girls? It is high 
time that we awakc. od to our re- 
sponsibility and stood up for our con- 
victions, come what may! 

Ill, Famine — God’s Opportunity 
(vv. 53-57). 

Now the time had come when 
God's word to Joseph was proved to 
be true. When His loyal servant 
stood before the world as the one 
who was in touch with the infinite 
One, he had the food to give out 
because he had obeyed God's com- 
mand. 

It is in the crises of life that the 
things of God prove themselves. 
When man’s hand drops in weak- 
ness and despair, God steps in and 
does the abundant thing; that is, if 
we are willing to recognize Him, 

There is another sense in which 
the coming of famine was God's op- 
portunity, for it gave Him the 
chance He wanted to speak to men, 
In the days of plenty and prosperity 
mankind is self-sufficient and too 
busy to listen to God, but when there 
is no food to eat, he has time to 
hear God, 

One wonders, with a wonder that 
is almost agonizing at times, wheth- 
er America is going to force God to 
bring hunger of body to her children 
in order to make their hearts hun- 
ger for Him. Will we wait to cry 
out to God until we have felt the 
sharp pangs of hunger, or will we 
by our obedience and gratitude of 
heart encourage Him to continue His 
abundance toward us? Reader, how 
do you feel in your own heart?

See Early End to Rationing 
As Reconversion Pace Quickens

JAPAN: 
Work Out Occupation 


Its huge guns belching smoke 
and fire and bombarding the Nip- 
ponese coastline just a few weeks 
ago, the huge 45,000 ton U. S. battle- 
ship Missouri was to become the 
peace ship of World War II, with the 
Japanese formally signing surrender 
papers aboard the vessel in Tokyo 
bay. 

Taking place several days after 
U. S. airborne troops were to de- 
scend on the Atsugi airdrome south- 
west of Tokyo to spearhead the Jap- 
anese occupation along with ma- 
rines landing simultaneously at the 
Yokasuka naval base 20 miles be- 
low the Nipponese capital, the for- 
mal surrender ceremony was to 
see General MacArthur signing for 
the Allies as a whole, with Ad- 
miral Nimitz countersigning for the 
U. S. and Admiral Fraser for the 
British. 

In working out the initial occupa- 
tion plans, General MacArthur and 
his staff left no stone unturned to 
assure the safe conduct of the 
U. S. forces. At the same time, the 
new Nipponese government headed 
by Prince Higashi - Kuni strove 
to prepare the population to accept 
the American landings peaceably 
and refrain from riotous outbreaks, 
imperiling the whole surrender. 


Under General MacArthur's plans, 
the Japanese were ordered to ground 
all planes and disarm all ships at 
sea several days before the first 
U. S. landings. Then, while sprawl- 
ing Allied fleets moved in close to 
Nipponese shores, the Japanese 
were to immobilize alf' vessels in 
Tokyo bay and strip coastal guns 
and anti-aircraft*batteries, 


As a final precaution, the Japa- 
nese were ordered to evacuate all 
armed forces out of the immediate 
landing area, to forestall possible at- 
tack by fanatical troops. Guides and 
interpreters were to be furnished to 
facilitate General MacArthur's con- 
trol of the occupation territory. 


Jap Casualties 


In the first full admission of the 
intensity of Allied air attacks, the 
Japanese news agency Domei re- 
ported that 44 of the nation’s 200 or 
more cities were almost completely 
wiped out by bombings, with a toll 
of 260,000 killed, 412,000 wounded and 
8,200,000 left homeless. 

Of the total, the atomic bombs 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
accounted for 90,000 killed and 180,- 
000 wounded, Domei said. Declaring 
the toll may be even greater, the 
Japs revealed that many of the 
burned are not expected to survive 
because of the nature of the wounds, 
while persons only slightly touched 
by the fires later weaken and often 
die. 

Reporting that 2,210,000 homes 
were completely demolished or 
burnt down, and 90,000 partly dam- 
aged, Domei said that in addition to 
the 44 cities almost completely 
wiped out, 37 others, including 
Tokyo, suffered loss of over 30 per 
cent of their built-up area. Of 47 
provinces, only 9 escaped with rela- 
tively minor damage, Domei re 
vealed,

RECONVERSION: 


Pace Quickens 

Breathless trying to keep up with 
relaxation of unending wartime con- 
trols, the nation contemplated early 
removal of meat, tire and shoe ra- 
tioning, even as the government re- 
moved restrictions on industry to 
permit full-steam ahead on recon- 
version. 
Following a previous announce- 
ment that the government had 
abolished packer set-asides on beef, 
veal and ham supplies for the army 
and other federal agencies, an early 
end of rationing was expected with 
OPA’s revelation that it would re- 
duce meat point values in view of 
military cutbacks in orders and a 
prospective heavy fall run of cattle. 
With the announcement that tire 
production would be doubled to 4,- 
000,000 monthly during October, 


With industry given the go-ahead 
‘signal for civilian production, man- 
ufacturers ‘strove for speedy output 
for the pent-up postwar market, 
Here, body is being slung on chas- 
sis of one of the first cars to roll off 
of postwar production line. 


November and December, unoffi- 
cial predictions that rationing of 
cords would be terminated within 90 
days were strengthened. 


Forecasts that shoe rationing also 
may be ended shortly were sup- 
ported by an announcement of the 
Tanners Council of America that 
production of civilian footwear may 
exceed 30,000,000 pair a month for 
the rest of the year, the highest 
level ever reached by the industry. 


By lopping off most controls and 
only retaining authority to assure 
military and other emergency pro- 
duction, and break bottlenecks in 
scarce materials for civilian output, 
the government gave manufacturers 
the go-ahead signal on such a wide 
variety of items as refrigerators, 
radios, distilled spirits, trucks, oil 
furnaces, construction machinery, 
metal furniture, motorcycles, photo- 
graphic films, storage batteries, 
waxed paper, sanitary napkins, ma- 
chine tools, shipping containers, 
pulpwood and commercial chemi- 
cals. 

Removal of all lumber controls 
except those necessary to fill prior- 
ity orders assured a speedy re- 
sumption of both industrial and 
home building construction. 


U. S. CREDIT: 
Supplants Lend-Lease 


Following termination of the 41- 
billion-dollar lend-lease program, 
Foreign Economic Administrator 
Leo Crowley revealed that the U. S. 
was prepared to advance six billion 
dollars in credits to other nations 
for procurement of material in this 
country to bolster sagging postwar 
economies. 

At the same time, Crowley said 
that negotiations might begin with- 
in the next year for settlement of 
lend-lease aceounts, which find U. 
S. contributions of 41 billions offset 
by only 5% billions in mutual as- 
sistance. 

Under plans outlined by the FEA 
chieftain, the U. S. would furnish 
3% billion dollars in long-term credit 
to nations wishing to purchase goods 
already contracted for to fill can- 
celled lend-lease orders, An addi- 
tional 2 billion 800 million dollars 
would be advanced for procuring in- 
dustrial and other goods.

QUISLING: 
On Spot 


Fighting back savagely, big, bulky 
Vidkun Quisling was hard pressed 
in defense of his collaboration with 
the Germans in Norway as the 
state presented an avalanche of eyi- 
dence purporting to show that he 
had co-operated closely with the 
Nazis in their heavy-handed occu- 
pation of the country. 


Quisling was first taken back by 
state presentation of reportedly cap- 
tured German documents stating 
that the Nazis had used information 
supplied by him in their invasion of 
Norway. The collaborationist also 
was shaken by charges that he had 
turned over to the Germans a com- 
munist leader blocking his political 
program and also denied a reprieve 
to an official sentenced to death for 
refusal to force Norwegian girls to 
work for the Nazis. 


Throughout the trial, Quisling de- 
flantly asserted that he had played 
with Naziism in’an effort to prevent 
British establishment of bases in 
Norway in 1940 and possible inva- 
sion of the Scandinavian peninsula 
by Russia from the north and Ger- 
many from the south to thwart the 
move. He also claimed to have 
worked fervently from 1918 for the 
creation of a German, British and 
Scandinavian bloc to arrest the de- 
veldpment of Communism in Eu- 
rope. 


PACIFIC: 
Ask Bases 


Taking a realistic view of the Pa- 
cific situation, in which the U, S. 
looms as the greatest power, the 
house naval affairs committee de- 
manded that this country be given 
control over both Allied and former 
Japanese bases for the construc- 
tion of a powerful defensive system 
capable of resisting attack from any 
direction. 


Issued by Chairman Vinson 
(Dem., Ga.) the congressional 
proposal urged U. S. domination of 
the whole Pacific area stretching 
from the Hawaiians westward to the 
Philippines and Ryukus, and in- 
cluding the Marshall, Caroline and 
Marianas islands. In addition, the 
house committee said, the U. S. 
should take over American devel- 
oped bases in the Manus islands in 
the Australian Admiralties; Guadal- 
canal in the British Solomons; Es- 
piritu Santo in the British-French 
New Hebrides and Noumea in 
French New Caledonia. 


Justifying American control over 
Pacific bases, the house committee 
cited ‘‘the loss of American lives 
in taking these bases. The expendi- 
ture of vast sums of American mon- 
ey in establishing and equipping 
these bases. The great depend- 
ence of the world upon the United 
States for maintaining peace in the 
Pacific and world. .. .”’ 


SALARIES: 
Bar Lifted 


With President Harry S. Truman 
having set the pattern for removal 
of controls over wages and salaries 
under jurisdiction of the War Labor 
board, the treasury announced re- 
laxation of restrictions on salaries 
of administrative, executive and 
professional personnel under its 
wartime supervision, 


In both cases, employers will be 
able to grant raises to workers pro- 
vided they do not use the increase 
as a basis for requesting higher ceil- 
ing prices. In instances where price 
changes are involved, government 
agencies will retain authority over 
proposed raises. 


At the same time, the WLB is 
empowered to grant wage increases 
where substandard rates are in ef- 
fect to bring them more evenly in 
line with living costs. 


SKIN TREATMENT: 


Establishment of eight centers 
specializing in the treatment of 
tropical skin disease was announced 
by Maj. Gen, Norman T. Kirk, sur- 
geon general of the army. 


At the same time the army said 
that there is no basis for fear of 
tropical skin infections spreading in 
this country because practically 
none of these diseases are conta- 
gious and no patient with a trans- 
missible skin disease would be 
allowed out of an army hospital. un-
